Purely Punitiv e Ex pedition. 


The sov ereig nty of Mex ico will not 
be affected. 
The ex pedition is purely 
a punitiv e one, and this country is not 
m a king war on any one ex cept the 
band of outlaws who hav e for years 
infested the hills of the troublesome 
republic and robbed, murdered, looted 
a nd foug ht for a liv ing . The ma sses of 
people in Mex ico ha v e been ruled by 
these bandits. 
The United S ta tes is g oing to free 
the poor Mex icans a nd g iv e them op 
portunity to ea rn a liv ing for them 
selv es without the risk of ha v ing their 
property stolen and the thiev es g oing 
unpunished. Prov isional President Car­ 
ranza is ex pected to co-operate with 
the United Sta tes army and hem in 
Villa and his band from the south 
w hile our troops surround him on three 
sides.

states in all his life. 
Just think of 
such an absurd statement. 
He also 
says that the hotels in all the big 
towns of the statp pay monthly fines 
for handling liquor. 
As a matter of 
fact there isn’t a single hotel in Kan­ 
sas paying monthly fines; nor in fact 
are monthly fines being charged any­ 
where. 
The supreme court knocked 
that system out nine years ago.

One is that Kansas is well pleased 
with prohibition, regardless of what 
others may think of her; the other is 
that if a man can't spend his nickel 
for a glass of beer he has that nickel 
with which to buy a loaf of bread for 
his family.”

HE life we are able to live, of 
peace, security and decency, 
wherein property is respected, vir­ 
tue exalted and human life is safe, 
we owe to Jesus Christ. All that is 
fair and ennobling in our modern 
civilization we must trace, soon or 
late, to the manger of Bethlehem. 
The Sunday school recognizes its 
obligation as w ell as its privilege 
to give to the state as well as the 
individual, the m essages that en­ 
able both to enjoy the privileges 
above suggested. 
The Sunday school is largely aid­ 
ing In the process of Christianiz­ 
ing the 
national 
conscience, the 
substituting of the social interest 
for the individual. 
Graft and < or- 
ruptlon in public life or in vast 
corporations begin jn the tendency 
to subordinate public service to 
personal aggrandizement. 
Against 
this there is a growing revolt. Gov­ 
ernment and position are not for a

The

any country. 
Again the Sunday 
school is one of the great means 
of humanizing our social organiza­ 
tion. 
The disregard for life and 
property in our modern society is 
appalling. 
Carelessness, greed and 
exploitation are reaping a harvest 
of human life, squalor, disease and 
penury that ought to touch and 
arouse every heart. 
The reign of 
Jesus confers a new value upon 
life. 
In His Kingdom the brutality 
of the social organism will disap­ 
pear if he is obeyed. 
Selfishness 
and competition which is the root 
of most of the strife will give way 
to co-operation and brotherhood. 
Already we are learning that the 
interest of one affects the mass and 
it is the Sunday school that is 
teaching the principles of that time 
and day when the “lion will lie 
down with the lamb.” 
It is not 
might, the preparedness of navies 
and armies, that makes a nation 
great, but right exalteth any peo­ 
ple. Long after militarism and lust 
for trade and land have faded, the 
Babe of Bethlehem will reign and 
rule. 
Finally the Sunday school is ex­ 
alting our estim ate of the value 
and significance of childhood. 
So­ 
cially we often despair of doing 
real things with adults and turn to 
the beginnings of life. The Sunday 
school has a unique and a distinc­

HA S LARGE BALANCE. 
The treasurer of Kalamazoo county, 
Michigan, the county in which is situ­ 
ated the city of the same name, re 
ports a balance of $25,728 for the year 
ending September 30, 1915. 
This bal­ 
ance is significant when it is remem­ 
bered that the county went dry on 
May 1 of that year and thereby for­ 
feited $20,000 in liquor license rev­ 
enue. 
For the year ending Septem­ 
ber 30, 1914, the balance amounted to 
only $6,878.30, practically $19,000 less 
than for 1915, although the county 
treasurer received for 1914 the liquor 
license revenue which was forfeited 
the following year.

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TWENTY YEARS. 
This issue closes 
twenty years’ 
business in Seymour for tin1 present 
publisher of the Republican. 
Eor 
nearly fourteen years Edward A. 
Remv was associated in the publi­ 
cation under the firm name of Smith 
& Relay. 
When Mr. Remy became 
postmaster Harry J. Martin purchas­ 
ed an interest in the Republican and 
the firm became Smith and Martin. 
For the last four years the present 
publisher has been the sole owner <>t 
the paper. 
In the opening statement twenty 
years ago tin* new owners in >peak­ 
ing of tlieir relations to Seymour and 
vicinity said: 
“Our interests are mutual and we 
can work best together by having a 
thorough acquaintance with each oth­ 
er and each other's needs. 
The pa­ 
per shall stand always for the busi­ 
ness interests of the entire commun­ 
ity. 
Anything that will make Sey­ 
mour a better city and Jackson a 
better county will receive the hearty 
support and encouragement of the 
Republican. 
“As opportunity offers w e shall en­ 
deavor to improve the appearance 
and make-up of the Republican. 
We 
have not come to Seymour to stand 
still but to advance as rapidly as cir­ 
cumstances will permit.”

How Lieutenant Commander Edgar 
Christopher Cookson, in command of 
the Brjtish gunboat Comet, during the 
advance up the Tigris river, attempted 
single handed to cut a steel cable 
which the Turks had stretched across 
the river as an obstruction is vividly 
told by a letter which one of the crew 
wrote to his mother and which was 
recently 
published 
in 
the 
English 
newspapers. 
W hile trying to cut the 
cable the gallant commander was shot 
seven times and died soon after reach­ 
ing the di ck of his vessel again. 
I- or 
his gallantry he received the Victoria 


cross. 
In his letter the seaman explains that 
the Turks were heavily intrenched not j 
far from A ll Gharbi. 
“ During the j 
time that we were bombarding them,” j 
he writes, “ some of our troops and 
cavalry went inland to try to surround j 
them. 
They 
nearly 
succeeded, 
but 
found the enemy a little too strong, 
though they captured 1,000 prisoners 
and about twenty guns. Ju st as it w as j 
getting dark our seaplane dropped on j 
to the water alongside us and told 
Lieutenant Commander Cookson that , 
the Turks were on the run. 
“ A little farther up the river they | 
had placed obstructions so that we j 
could not pass without clearing them i 
away, giving thorn time to get away, j 
This turned out to be the liveliest time : 
I have had since the fighting started, j 
Commander Cookson decided to go up i 
and clear this obstruction and then j 
give chase to the Turks. 
It was very • 
dark when we started off, with the 
Shaitan and Su*nana following. 


Turks Open Hot Fire. 


"W hen we got around the head of 
land the Turks opened fire with rifles, 
but we steamed right up to the ob- J 
stnvtion. 
The Turks were then close j 
enough to throw hand bombs, but luck­ 
ily none of them reached the deck of 
the ship. 
The obstruction turned out 


Paris,

dun. 
Large numbers of men were 
used by the attacking forces, who de­ 
livered five separate assaults against 
the positions. Each assault was broken 
down by the French fire-curtain and 
machine gun fire with heavy losses 
to the attackers. 
The new attempt to break through 
the French defenses at this point was 
preceded by a renewal of violent artil­ 
lery fire, directed against the fort and 
the whole system of* French defenses 
in this sector. 
The German infantry 
debouched from its trenches 
under 
cover of the artillery and moved in 
sections against the village of \ aux, 
against the slopes leading up to the 
fort and against the French positions 
contesting a roadway southeast of the 


village. 
All told, two attacks were made 
against the village, two against the 
slopes leading to the fort, and one to 
gain possession of the road. 
There was no infantry action in the 
Verdun region. 
The artillery fire was 
intense in the Demloup and Douau- 
mont regions, on the east bank of the 
Meuse and intermittent on the west 
bank and in the Woevre. 
The dimuni­ 
tion of the fire on the west bank was ( 
noted during the night and reported j 
in the communique which said that , 
after the casualties suffered by the 
Germans attacking Le Mort Homme, 
no further attack had been made in 
the sector. 
During the night a French detach­

Tt soon developed that Mr. Baker 
did not write the letter that bears his 
name. 
It was prepared for his signa­ 
ture by a high officer of the arm y and 
was signed as a m atter of routine by 
Mr. Baker on the second or third day 
after he had been inducted into office 
as secretary of war. 
Friends of Mr. Baker insist that he 
did not know that the letter which 
was addressed to Mr. Gardner in re 
sponse to an inquiry, was written in 
such a w ay as to invite controversy.

Count von Haese- 
ler. had gone to the front to act in an 
advisory capacity to the crown prince. 
No more 
picturesque 
figure could 
have been commissioned by the kaiser 
for this important work. 
Excellenz 
Gottlieb Is the idol of the German sol­ 
dier. 
Field Marshal General Gottlieb. 
Count 
von 
llae.seler, 
celebrated 
his 
eightieth birthday on Jan. is. This is 
his fourth great war. 
Despit«' his age Count von Haeseler 
is one of the most modern and un­ 
doubtedly one of the m ost important 
of German generals. 
H e is held up 
to the soldiers as an example of the 
true Spartan. 
He drinks only milk. 
.V great fund of stories has been 
built about Count von Haeseler. 
The 
most famous of the anecdotes told 
about him is that of the time “ when 
he fooled the kaiser,” as one can hear 
German schoolboys tell. 
It was during the regular 
kaiser 
maneuvers in May, some twenty years 
ago. 
The emperor made a bet that he 
would capture the count. 
He was the 
commander in 
chief of the “ reds, 
while Count von Haeseler, command 
ant of the fortress of Metz, was the 
leader of the “ blues,” defending the 
heights <»f the Fort Kaisorin against 
the kaiser's forces. 
Suddenly “ Excellenz Gottlieb 
was 
heard to mutter between bis teeth: 
“ Donnerwetter! 
W hat’s the idea ot 
that foolhardy cavalry reeonnoissance? 
Those fellows seem to be after me!” 
The general staff officer to whom the 
count had spoken galloped with half a 
column of cavalry after the recon- 
noitering party. The horse of the last 
man stumbled and threw Its rider. 
The general staff officer bad a talk 
with him, then dashed back to his 
commander. 
Count von Haeseler thus learned the 
object of the reconnoissanoe. 
A fter a 
brief explanation his whole staff rod«' 
forward, forming a semicircle around 
the count, directly toward Fort Leije 
zig, immediately in front of the ad­ 
vancing 
enemy. 
There 
Count 
von 
Ilaeseler 
unobserved 
left 
the 
staff. 
A few minutes later there rolled out of 
the fort .a wagon mi which were filled 
straw and old sacks. It passe«l «‘losely 
by the kaiser and stopped a few steps 
behind him. 
“ Gentlemen.” sai«l the emperor at 
this juncture, “ 1 believe we have now 
surrounded Count von Haeseler. 1 am 
anxious to capture his person. A lions, 
ahead!” 
And the kaiser’s suit galloped away. 
The count crawled from under the 
sacks ami climbed out. of the wagon, to 
the great amusement of the troops 
camping around it. 
“ W h at are these troops doing?” h«> 
asked the general in command. 
“ By 
order of his majesty put out of action!” 
was tli«» answer. 
The count gave a hearty laugh. 
“ General,” said h«*, “ uimmi my r«‘spon- 
sibility, attack the ‘red’ arm y from the 
rear. 
N«> contradiction, please. 
I am 
responsible.” ' 
Count von Haeseler being of superior 
rank, the officer of the ‘opposing’ army 
had only to obey. 
A few minutes later the astonished 
emperor heard the signal of retreat at 
his back. 
A t the same moment the 
‘blue* army moved forward, and the 
emperor found himself in such a trap 
that he bad the bugle blow' “ Das gauze 
halt!” (“ All bait!” ; 
When the kaiser heard of the old 
general's trick, it Is said, he laughed 
until tears rolled down his cheeks.

Strategy on Aguinaldo. 


HIS REPORT ON THE EXPLOIT 


Pressed Chieftain's Form er Aides Into 


Service and Took Him by Surprise. 


Captured 
Papers of the Chief and 


Deceived Him Into Believing Re-en­ 


forcem ents W ere A rriving . 


Frederick Funston, who directs the 
Mexican expedition, is the youngest 
major general In the United States 
army. He was born In Ohio and reared 
on a Kansas farm. 
He had been a re­ 
porter. a botanist, an Alaskan explor­ 
er and a filibu.sterer and soldier of for­ 
tune in Cuba before finding liis voca­ 
tion in the regular arm y. 
lie joined 
the American volunteer forces during 
the Spanish-American war. 
H aving 
been instrumental in the capture of 
Aguinaldo in the Philippines he was 
promoted to a brigadier generalship. 
H e commanded the forces which occu­ 
pied Vera Cruz and was made a major 
general in recognition of his services 
in that emergency. 
W hen Funston captured the Filipino 
chieftain. Em ilio Aguinaldo, in 1901 he 
sent to Washington the following offi­ 
cial report of his exploit: 
“ On Jan . 14 a special messenger of 
Aguinaldo’s headquarters at Palawan, 
bearing letters to different generals of 
his command and to insurgent chiefs 
asking for re-enforcements to be sent 
him, gave himself up to Lieutenant 
Taylor of the Twenty-fourth infantry, 
w’ho immediately sent him to me at 
San Isidro. 
“ He also had valuable correspond­ 
ence which gave us information as to 
the whereabouts and the strength of 
Aguinaldo’8 band at that time. 
W e 
fouud umong them one in which Bal- 
dornero Aguinaldo was ordered to take 
command of the provinces of central 
Luzon and requesting to send as soon 
as possible 400 armed men to Aguinal- 
do’s camp 


N ative Soldiers Helped Him. 


“ Then and 
there 
I 
conceived the 
idea of arming ami equipping a num­ 
ber of native troops to pass off as 
these expected re-enforcements and to 
make an endeavor to trap Aguinaldo 
in his lair. 
The expedition was made 
up of four Tagalogs, who were former­ 
ly commanding officers in Aguinaldo’s 
arm y, and who selected seventy-eight 
men of tlie Maccabebe scouts, all of 
whom coubl talk the Tagalo. 
I ob- 
tainc«l a number «»f captured insur­ 


g e n ts ' uniforms, and ten Maccabebes 
were equipped with 
Remington and 
Mauser rifles. 
“ W e embarked on the gunboat Vicks­ 
burg and landed on March 14 at 2 
o’clock in the morning. 
The expedi­ 
tion was nominally placed in command 
of H ilario Plácido, ex-insurgent colo­ 
nel. 
After marching twenty miles we 
reached the town of Casiguran. 
W e 
had sent w’ord to the presidente of the 
town through native messengers that 
re-enforcements for Aguinaldo were on 
the way through his town. 
The presi­ 
dente was completely deceived. 
M y 
troops had captured some months ago 
some official pa per of General Lacuna, 
bearing Ids official stamp and seal. 
In 
order to make the deception all the 
more complete we succeede«] in forg­ 
ing th<‘ signature of Lacuna to letters 
to Aguinaldo. 
These letters were sent 
ahead, and we followed. 
“ The trip to Aguinaldo's camp was 
a most severe one upon the men. 
Our 
food supply was entirely exhausted, 
and my men were so weak that when 
we reached within eight miles of Agui­ 
naldo’s camp we could go no farther. 


Got Food From Aguinaldo. 


“ W e 
therefore 
sent 
a 
messenger 
ahead to Aguinaldo’s camp, informing 
him of our plight and re<juesting that 
he send us food before wTe could go 
farther. 
This was supplied, and the 
disguise and ruse adopted by us had 
been complete. 
As we had told Agui­ 
naldo that we had Am erican prisoners, 
he s«Mit word that they be given their 
liberty, 
“ As the Maccabebes approached the 
tuwn the troops of Aguinaldo’s body- 
guani, < «insisting of fifty men. were 
drawn up in parade to receive the sup­ 
posed re-enforcements. 
The inen who 
posed as officers 
of our expedition 
marched into the camp ami paid their 
respects to Aguinaldo, who received 
them in a large house built on the bank 
of the Palaw an river. 
“ After the exchange of courtesies 
the officers «‘xcused themselves from 
Aguinaldo un«l his staff for a monn*nt. 
stepped outside and ordered their M ac­ 
cabebe troops drawn up into line and 
commanded them to commence firing 
into Aguinaldo’s troops. 
The rout of 
the insurgents was complete. 
The ex- 
insurgent officers, tlie five Americans 
aud several Maccabebe scouts Immedi­ 
ately made a rush for the house which 
wras used as Aguinaldo’s headquarters 
and took him prisoner. 
“ Aguinaldo when first taken prisoner 
raved and swore at the deception prac­ 
ticed upon him, but later accepted the 
situation with dignity,”
